The only independent claim of the original patent (Claim 1) reads as follows: 

"1. A method of encapsulatng a sensitive material comprising: 

plating the sensitive material onto a solid carrier, in an atmosphere inert to the sensitive material, to form a 
plated material; and encapsulating the plated material." 

This claim is unnecessarily limiting. Claim 1 recites "plating the sensitive material onto a solid carrier." The 
patent discloses and enables additional embodiments which were erroneously not claimed. 

In particular, encapsulation by plating "onto a solid carrier" is not required in all the disclosed embodiments. 
The sensitive material can be encapsulated without the use of a solid carrier.
